Said Secretary Connived to 
Ruin His Character. 


CNA WARE OF “SECRET ALLIANCE.** 


british Interference W ith H is ileaaagea 
end Other Facts, H e W ished to Lay 
Before the State D epartm ent —Accuse* 
lion Made A gainst Secretary H ay. 


Wasiiingtqn, Feb. 16.—Mr. Macram, 
tx-con sui to IVetoria, issued a statement 
ti vat lie came home for the purpose of 
laying before his government the facts 
that the British censor was stopping his 
cablegrams, censoring his letters, etc., 
that in spite of a proclamation warning 
Americans to observe neutrality they 
wen* joining the Boers, some declaring 
their allegiance to the Transvaal. Al­ 
though urged to stay where he was, he 
finally obtained permission to return, 
but when he arrived, he found Ae had 
been dismissed, which he attrib ated to 
British influence. 
Til regard to the order to look after 
British interests, lie said he did so, but 
he did not know lie was sent there as 
British consul, but as United States 
consul. He said ho did not know, while 
consul, that there was a “secret alk­ 
anet1" between Groat Britain and the 
rutted States. He accused Secretary 
Hay of being in a scheme to ruin his 
character. 
Marram’s statement was as follows: 
The situation in Pretoria wan such that, first, 
as an official, I could not rem ain there while my 
government a t home was apparently in the 
dark as to the exact condition in South Africa. 
Secondly, as a m an and citizen of the U nited 
States, I could not rem ain in Pretoria, sacriflo- 
ip'' my own sci* respect and th a t of the people 
of Pretoria \\ a. <■ > .«• gorerm nent a t home con­ 
tinued to learn me in the position of a B ritish 
consul and not an Am erican consul. I w ant to 
say ritfht here th a t there was not one single 
request made of me through the departm ent of 
•tate looking to th e care of B ritish interests in 
Pretoria which I did not fulfill and report upon 
according to my orders. On th e other hand, 
American interests in South A frica w ere in 
that condition which dem anded th a t the dfr 
paym ent of state should be cognizant of them . 
I issued a statem ent received from the state 
department th a t Am ericans m ust rem ain neu­ 
tral. In the face of this A m ericans w ere con­ 
tinually going to the front and taking up arm s 
in tin* cause of the Boers. I could not help but 
know that m any of these w ere citizens of the 
United States. I also knew th a t m any of them , 
in utter d(*sj>air a t the apparent attitu d e of our 
own government, w ere taking th e oath of al­ 
legiance to the Transvaal republic. W hen af­ 
fairs had reached th a t state that m y vice con­ 
sul, Mr. Van Am eringen, closed up his busi­ 
ness, took the oath of allegiance to the repub­ 
lic, and went to th e fro n t as a Burgher, I 
thought the tim e had come when I should 
make a report of these conditions. 
It was over four weeks from tho tim e the w ar 
opened before I received a single m ail dispatch 
from my governm ent, or a personal letter. The 
mail for the T ransvaal had all been stopped at 
Cape Town by order of the high commissioner. 
V> hen this m ail was finally forw arded to me, 
»?tcr Colonel Stowe, the consul general at Cape 
. 
' n, had secured its release, I had the hum il­ 
iation. as the representative of th e American 
government, of sitting in m y office In P retoria 
and looking upon envelopes bearing the official 
««jl of the American governm ent opened and 
oini'ially sealed w ith a sticker, notifying me 
at the contents had been read by the censor 
t puritan.

forw arded w ithout any delay, I received from 
the departm ent a reply advising me that my 
presence a t Pretoria, was im portant to public 
U n re sts. On the 8th I te le g r a p h « g a ^ 
knowledging the receipt of the cable and ad­ 
vising the d e trim e n t th a t the situation waa 
not critical; that Mr. A tterbury vTZnp™ 
te n t; th a t my presence in America was im- 
porta ut. 
No reply was received and I w ired again, on 
the lith , Htatmg th a t no reply had been re­ 
ceived ^ and again urged B favorable 
, 
No reply was received to this. On the 14th of 
Novemlier I ag.un w ired the departm ent, sta t­ 
ing th at I could not leave w ithout permission • 
th a t I would forfeit my post if the reasons 
which I would make to the departm ent did not 
prove satisfactory. This cable was delayed bv 
the censor until the 2d of December, when I 
had advices that it had ju st been forwarded. 
On the lhth of November I again filed a cable 
-taring th a t three of my cables had been unan­ 
sw ered and stating th a t a substitute would an­ 
sw er as consul during my absence and request­ 
ed a reply. 
To this I received a reply imm ediateyl, which 
was a reiteration of the reply to my first cable 
Upon receipt of this reply, which was on the 
iJth of November. I im m ediately w rote to the 
departm ent accepting the refusal to grant my 
leave, and stating in th a t letter th at I wou.il 
abide by th e decision of th e departm ent and 
attem pt to convey an intelligent idea for the 
departm ent's guidance on conditions there in 
mail dispatches. 
On the 4th of December I re­ 
ceived a reply from th e departm ent to my 
cablegram of the 14th, which, I had been ln- 
forimxl t wo days previously, had just been for­ 
warded. It read as follows: 
“You may come home. P ut A tterbury tem ­ 
porarily in charge. D epartm ent will send man 
from here.” 
This was signed “H ay.” Thereupon I cabled 
the departm ent as follows: 
“Sail IMh by Naples.” 
This cablegram was sent on the 8th, and in 
tile m eantim e I prepared togo. A few days 
later I received a telegram trom Mr. Hoi*.s. 
consul at Delagoa Bay, stating that he had b. ■ 
instructed to come to Pretoria to take char .■ 
of my oifiee during my absence and until a vc 
should arrive from W ashington. Mr. 
arrived on Dec. 14, and was thoroughTy post 
iii the routine of the office, aud I ii C oelia 


him to th e heads of all governm ent depart­ 
m ents and *«> my consular colleagues. 
I left P retoria the night of Dee. 16. I w ent 
straight to Paris, notified the departm ent of 
my presence there while w aiting for th e Amer­ 
ican line lniat to sail for New York. I arrived 
in W ashington on Monday, the 5th of Feb­ 
ruary, and reported to A ssistant Secretary 
Hill, of the state departm ent, who officially in­ 
form ed m e that Secretary H ay’s son had been 
appointed in my place and th a t he was on Ilia 
way to Pretoria. 
I appreciated the seriousness of the condi­ 
tio n s ^ South Africa to the extent th at on my 
way to W ashington, believing th a t I was still 
the consul to P retpria, I refused to m ake any 
batem ent th a t would in any way involve the 
departm ent or em barrass it. My one object 
Was to lay th e inform ation before the depart­ 
ment as to the tru e state of affairs in South 
Africa. 
If the departm ent thought these facts w ere 
af a value sufficient to w arrant the expense of 
the trip I had taken. I expected to be-rem un cr­ 
ated and retu rn to Pretoria, leaving- the de­ 
partm ent to act as it saw fit upon the facts 
which I laid before it. 
Instead of this I find th a t Secretary Hay, 
w hether acting upon the reports in the news­ 
papers or upon advice from the British govern­ 
m ent or some other m otive I do not know, saw 
fit not to w ait until I could present my reasons 
in person, and has been a silent or conniving 
partner to discrediting reports of my official 
acts. I come home to find an attem pt has been 
made to tear down my personal reputation. 
I wish to state right here th a t when I ac­ 
cepted my post as consul I knew nothing of any 
secret alliance between America and. G reat 
B ritain, and th a t I had seen nothin • in the 
regulations which m ade the consul of the 
Am erican republic subject to the willing and 
caprice of an English m ilitary censor at D ur­ 
ban. I came to A m erica w ith a motive of 
which I am not ashamed. 
There is not oue soul who can point to a single 
official act of mine which departed from the 
strictest n e u t r a l s My confidential dispatches 
to the departm 
contained inform ation 
which will show 
.apathy for the republic, 
but which tim e wxu prove to be unbiased as to 
actual facts. 
My acts as a public official are all re c o rd ^ at 
th e departm ent. My acts now as a private 
m an can in no way involve the public service, 
and I simply m ake this statem ent in my own 
defense as against those which have come from 
the departm ent, secretly and officially.

STORMY SCENES IN 
ANTI-TRUST CONFERENCE. 


M onnett Tried to Offset Partisan Effect 
o f tile Anti-Curreucy B ill 
R esolutions. 


Chiuagq, Feb. 
15.—Stormy scenes 
ch aracter!/od the sessions of the nar 
tional anti-trust conference. 
The cli­ 
max came when Delegate Joseph Par­ 
ker, a middle-of-the-road Populist, sur­ 
prised the conference with a resolution 
pledging ti e delegates to vote for no 
party that does not stand for govern­ 
ment ownership and the principle of di­ 
ner legislation. The Democratic lead­ 
ers interpreted this as an attack oil W. 
J. Bryan and were on their feet in an 
instant to block the move. There was 
much excitement. 
Cl lair mau Monnett temporarily ad­ 
journed the convention. 
Another whirl of excitement took 
place after the reading of the report of 
the committee on resolutions, when Del­ 
egate Quinn, of Illinois, offered an 
amendment to tile declaration of princi­ 
ples calling for the rejieal of all laws 
sustaining the right of citizens’to pri­ 
vate proi>erty with a view to giving 
oveiy citizen a tree home. 
Captain W. 
I*. Black, Tom L. Johnson and others 
appealed to Quinn to “withdraw the 
amendment,” but he refused. Chair­ 
man Monnett ruled the committee's re- 
l>ort adopted. Quinn appealed, but a 
vote sustained Monnett's ruling. 
A strong attempt was made to offset 
the partisan effect of the resolutions 
adopted denouncing the pending cur- 
r.mey bill. Chairman Monnett made a 
spe<*<*h, in which he declared that the 
Movement for public ownership of pub­ 
lic utilities was being carried on by the 
Republican party as well as the Demo­ 
cratic parry. “In tile Republican north­ 
west,” said he “65 js r cent of the pub­ 
lic utilities are owned by the public, 
whereas in many southern Democratic 
states less than 5 per cent are so owned. 
“I would remind tile convention that 
Ollie, which is the state of the president, 
is also the state of the author of the 
Sherman anti-trust act. If we have an 
Attorney General Griggs, we also had 
an Attorney General O ln e y ." 
The convention was enlivened also by 
an attack by Prof. Benns on “universi­ 
ties w hose endowments come from trust 
magnates.”

The suit of Beckham against Taylor, 
for possession of the office of governor, 
was filed in tho circuit court, at Frank­ 
fort. 
The sheriff had not succeeded in 
serving notice on Governor Taylor, and 
the chances of his doing so did not seem 
bright, as all visitors to Mio office of the 
governor, or to tho gubernatorial man­ 
sion, were compelled to run a gauntlet 
of guards, who were on the lookout far 
gentlemen with suspicious pulers. 
The committee of the Democratic 
members of tho legislature which came 
irom Louisville for tho purpose of inves­ 
tigating conditions hero and determin­ 
ing whether it is safe for the Democrat* 
to venture within the precincts of Frank­ 
fort returned to Louisville. 
Governor Taytor replied, through the 
medium of Cusrixlian Thompson, that 
the request of the committee could not 
be complied with, but promised that the 
legislature should not bo molested in 
any way. At another time Governor 
Taylor intimated the protection of *ol- 
diers was needed. 
The members of the committee said 
that, in their opinion, the meetings 
would continue iii Louisville, for the 
present at least. Several of them ex­ 
pressed a jMTHonal willingness to return 
to Frankfort.

For the Conduct of Republican Prim ary Elections in 


Colum biana County, Ohio— Adopted 


February 9, 1900. 


1 
The prim ary elections, 
for the 
Domination

offi 'era. shall be 
held 
on Saturday, 
M arch 24, 1900, betw een the hours or I 
and 6 o c ock p. ut , standard tune. 
2 
All prospective caud dates at such 
election are required to file their nam es 
and pay their assessm ents to th e Secre 
tary of the R epublican E xecutive Com 
tniuee of said couury on or before noon 
on Saturday. March 8, 1900. 
3 
At least ten days* notice of the 
primary election sh all be published iu 
some Republican new spaper printed aud 
of general circulation rn said couury. 
Maid notice m ust be ordered by a m a­ 
jority vote of th e C ounty Central Com 
m ittee. and state th e authority by w hich 
it is published, the purpose, tim e, m an­ 
ner, condition and places of the holding 
of such election, th e nam e of a legal 
voter of the precinct, w ho is to preside 
aud supervise at such poll, and shall 
prescribe the qualifications of th e p^r 
sons entitled to vote at such elections.

The Clark local option bill was given 
its first test in the senate Tuesday af­ 
ternoon. 
After bt-ing read a second 
time, a motion was made by one of its 
supporters to refer it to the judiciary 
committee, a majority of whose mem­ 
bers are known to be favorable.

attempt was made by an opponent to 
refer it to the committee on taxation, 
but the supporters of the bill won by 17 
to IO. The vote is significant on account 
of the fact that it was the intention of 
the ei amies of the bill to have it 
amended by the committee on taxes in j 
such a way as to require that one third 
of the voters of a ward must sign a peti­ 
tion asking for a submission of the 
question whether or not liquor should 
be sold iu the ward before the matter 
should be decided by popular vote The 
bill, as drawn, requires the signatures 
of only one-fourth of the voters. It is 
thought that the bill, when it comes to 
a final vote, will have full? the strength 
indicated on Tuesday.

Some of the opposition senators ar­ 
raigned the Republicans for reporting 
the amendment, declaring they were in­ 
sincere and that the proposition was in­ 
tended to hoodwink the people and lo 
catch votes, 
At one point, Mr. Allison suggested 
that the trouble with senators on the 
Democratic side was that they were not 
bimetallists. 
They stood for the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver, aud 
were silver monometalliHts. He said: 
“There is not a single line or syllable 
iii this bill which puts in the way of in- 
teniational bimetallism a 
single ob­ 
stacle.” 
Mr. Jones (Ark.) expressed bis surprise 
that the bimetallic amendment had not 
been made a part of the bill when the 
latter was reported, He believed it was 
an afterthought, and had been brought 
about by demands of Republican bimet­ 
allists. 
“It is the same old fraudulent strad­ 
dle,” he declared, “that was put into the 
Republican platform of 1896 in order to 
deceive the voters.” 
The reason for the presentation of the 
"enate substitute was that the house 
measure was too specific and placed the 
country too squarely on the gold stand­ 
ard to suit the present straddlers, who, 
by the pending amendment, sought to 
hoodwink the people as they had been 
hoodwinked iii the past.

W a s h i n g t q n , Feb. 1 5 .— Mr. Maernm, 
»x-consul to Pretoria, issued a statement 
tliat lie came home for the purpose of 
laying before his government the facts 
tliat the British censor was stopping his 
cablegrams, censoring his letters, etc., 
that in spite of a proclamation warning 
Americans to observe neutrality they 
were joining the Boers, some declaring 
their allegiance to the Transvaal. 
Al­ 
though urged to stay where he was, he 
finally obtained permission to return, 
but when he arrived, ho found \e had 
been dismissed, which he attributed to 
British influence. 
Tn regard to the order to look after 
F.t iti'li interests, he said he did so, but 
he did not know he was sent there as 
.British consul, but as United States 
consul. 
lie said he did not know, while 
consul, that there was a “ secret alli­ 
ance” between Great Britain and the 
United States. 
He accused Secretary 
Hay of being in a scheme to rum his 
character. 
Macrum’s statement was as follows: 
The situation in Pretoria was such that, first, 
as an official, I could not rem ain there while my 
government a t home wax apparently in the 
dark as to the exact condition in South Africa. 
Secondly, as a nmn and citizen of the U nited 
States, I could not rem ain in P retoria, aacriflo- 
in-' my own f»e1f respect and th a t of the people 
of Pretoria \\ In 
governm ent a t home con­ 
tinued to leave me in the position of a British 
consul and not an A m erican consul. I w ant to 
nay right here th a t there was not one single 
request made of me through the departm ent of 
etate looking to the care of B ritish interests in 
Pretoria which i did not fulfill and report upon 
accenting to my orders. On the other hand, 
American interests in South A frica w ere in 
that condition which dem anded th at the de­ 
partment of state should be cognizant of them . 
1 issued a statem en t received from the state 
departm ent th at Am ericans m ust rem ain neu­ 
tral. In the face of this Am ericans were con­ 
tinually going to the fro n t and taking up arm s 
in the cause of the Boers. I could not help but

In reply to this dispatch, which was 
forw arded w ithout any delay, 1 m -eived from 
the departm ent a reply advising tne th at my 
presence a t Pretoria, was im poi^ant to public 
interests. On the 8th I telegraphed again, ac­ 
knowledging the receipt of the cable and ad­ 
vising the dojm rtm ent that the situation was 
not critical: th at Mr. A tterbury was compe­ 
te n t: th at my presence in America was im ­ 
portant. 
No reply was received and I wired again, on 
the llth , stating th at no reply had been re­ 
ceived and again urged a favorable reply. 
No reply was received to this. On the 14th of 
Novemtier I again w in d the departm ent, sta t­ 
ing th at I could not leave w ithout perm ission ; 
th a t I would forfeit my jxist if the reasons 
which I would make to the departm ent did not 
prove satisfactory. This cable was delayed by 
the censor until the ad of December, when I 
had advices tliat it had ju st been forw arded. 
On the 1sth of November I again filed a cable, 
-dating th a t three of my cables had been unan­ 
sw ered and stating that a substitute would an­ 
sw er as consul during my absence and request­ 
ed a reply. 
To this I received a reply imm ediateyl, which 
was a reiteration of the reply to my first cable. 
Upon receipt of this reply, which was on the

Chairman Monnett made a 
speech, in which he declared that the 
movement for public ownership of pub­ 
lic utilities was being carried on by the 
Republican party as well as the Demo­ 
cratic party.
